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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6, 8, 10-15, and 17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Lee (US 2004/0085371) teaches a driving circuit of a liquid crystal display including an 
adjustable common voltage generating circuit, which compensates a common voltage output to make 
common voltage output to an ITO layer of a panel of the liquid crystal display the same. 

Tsutsui (US 2004/021067) teaches a driving circuit of a liquid crystal display comprising a timing 
sequence controller including a common voltage adjustable generating unit and an adjustable common 
voltage generating circuit, wherein the common voltage adjustable generating unit provides common 
voltage adjustable data to the adjustable common voltage generating circuit. 

None of the prior arts of record teaches a driving circuit of a liquid crystal display comprising a 
plurality of gate drivers, a plurality of source drivers each of which includes an adjustable common 
voltage generating circuit, a timing sequence controller comprising a timing sequence control unit and a 
common voltage adjustable data generating unit providing common voltage adjustable data to the 
adjustable common voltage generating circuit included in each of the source drivers, wherein the common 
voltage adjustable data generating unit includes a processing unit, a storage unit, and an interface unit.
